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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The John reference teaches of using at least two 
electrodes (col. 10 lines 42-50, col. 12 lines 46-49), Figure 4) that are used together to produce the occurrence of an evoked potential (col. 
13 lines 63-67, col. 14 lines 1-2). Further, Applicant is not claiming a limitation as to a defined area in which the stimulation electrodes are 
placed. John also teaches of adjusting the stimulation parameters (col. 4 lines 46-51 , col. 5 lines 54-67, col. 6 lines 1-6). John further 
teaches of the system be used as an auditory prosthesis (col. 14 lines 63-67), which inherently includes the application of a cochlear 
implant. It is inherent in the system as taught by John that the system the desired response may be a desired subjective level, but will 
also be a desired objective level as it would be desired for the system to work efficiently and effective without discomfort and/or pain (col. 2 
lines 44-64, col. 4 lines 52-56, col. 9 lines 1-11) Therefore, the John reference anticipates claims 1-4, 7, 10-12, 14, 16-17, 19, 21-23, and 
teaches of obvious modifications overclaims 5-6, 8-9, 13, 15, 18 and 20 in view of Doyle (U.S. Patent No. 6,175,767). 
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
